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Detailed Action 

This office action is a response to applicant's communication submitted February 
22, 201 0 wherein claims 2 and 1 6 are amended and claims 1 , 25, 26, and 29 are 
cancelled. This application is a continuation of US application 09/686373, now 
abandoned, filed October 1 1 , 2000, which is a continuation of US application 
09/202241, now abandoned, filed December 10, 1998, which is a national stage 
application of PCT/FR97/01 048, filed June 11,1 997, which claims priority to foreign 
application FR96-07457, filed June 14, 1996. 

Claims 2-19, 27, and 28 are pending in this application. 

Claims 2-19, 27, and 28 as amended are examined on the merits herein. 

Applicant's amendment, submitted February 22, 2010, with respect to the 
rejection of instant claims 25, 26, and 29 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, for lacking 
enablement for methods of treating all possible coagulation disorders or inhibiting all 
possible growth factors, has been fully considered and found to be persuasive to 
remove the rejection as the rejected claims have been cancelled. Therefore the 
rejection is withdrawn. 

Applicant's amendment, submitted February 22, 2010, with respect to the 
rejection of instant claims 1, 16, 17, 25, and 26 under 35 USC 102(b) for being 
anticipated by Petitou et al., has been fully considered and found to be persuasive to 
remove the rejection as claims 1, 25, and 26 have been cancelled and claims 16 and 17 
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now depend from base claim 2, which is patentably distinct from the invention described 
by Petitou et al. Therefore the rejection is withdrawn. 

Applicant's amendment, submitted February 22, 2010, with respect to the 
rejection of instant claims 18 and 19 under 35 USC 103(a) for being obvious over 
Petitou et al., has been fully considered and found to be persuasive to remove the 
rejection as these claims now depend from base claim 2, which is patentably distinct 
from the invention described by Petitou et al. Therefore the rejection is withdrawn. 

Applicant's amendment, submitted February 22, 2010, with respect to the 
rejection of instant claim 1 under the doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting for 
claiming the same invention as claim 1 of US patent 5668274, has been fully 
considered and found to be persuasive to remove the rejection as claim 1 has been 
cancelled. Therefore the rejection is withdrawn. 

Applicant's amendment, submitted February 22, 2010, with respect to the 
rejection of instant claims 1 , 25, and 26 under the doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting for claiming the same invention as claims 1 and 2 of US patent 5529985, has 
been fully considered and found to be persuasive to remove the rejection as claims 1, 
25, and 26 have been cancelled. Therefore the rejection is withdrawn. 
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Applicant's amendment, submitted February 22, 2010, with respect to the 
rejection of instant claims 1,16, and 1 7 under the doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting for claiming the same invention as claims 1-5 of US patent 5382570, has 
been fully considered and found to be persuasive to remove the rejection as claim 1 has 
been cancelled and claims 16 and 17 now depend from a new base claim 2. Therefore 
the rejection is withdrawn. 

The following new grounds of rejection are introduced: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. This claim recites a chemical structure (I) containing variables 
m, n, p, and Ri-Ri 7 - However the claim does not define these variables, thereby 
rendering claim 15 indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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Claims 2-14, 27, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Dreef-Tromp et al. (Reference included with PTO-892) 

Dreef-Tromp et al. discloses oligosaccharides falling within the limits of the 
claimed compounds, (p. 1 176, figure 2, compounds II, III, V, VI, and VII) These 
compounds are purified by preparative anion exchange chromatography, applying a 
sodium chloride gradient, (p. 1 178, last paragraph) The resulting product eluted from 
the column would be present as the sodium salt as it is in solution with sodium ions. 
Therefore the claimed invention is anticipated by Dreef-Tromp et al. 

Note that the foreign priority document FR96-07457 cannot be used to overcome 
this rejection because the copy of this document received in parent application 
09/202241 was filed in French and no certified English translation has been made of 
record in this application. 

Conclusion 

Claims 2-15, 27, and 28 are rejected. Claims 16-19 are objected to for 
depending from a rejected base claim but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form incorporating all the limitations of the rejected base claim and any intervening 
claims.
